death of the late Prime Minister Mugrashi Pasha, and was only willing to 
do so now that the Ikhwan-al-elinslinin had bean crushed, ‘The King was 
later persuaded to accept Khashaba on the grounds that if he were not 
appointed, thera would be dissatisfaction anong the Liberala, He was also 
influenced by his balicf that Khashsba is capable of improving relations with 
Great Britain and of gotting har to cooperate with the present Egyptian 
Governnent, thus avoiding British pressure for the return of the Tlafd to 
power, At onc time it was thought that Khashaba vould resign fron tha 
Liberal Constitutional Party, declare hinself neutral, and induce the Wafd 
to accept hin as Prine INnister and as Minister of the interior, He ras 
to take the latter portfolio so as to make the Uafd feel easy sbout the 
forthcoming clections, Khashaba's acceptance of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, however, neant that he could no longer resign from the Liberal.
